If the hour is late, and more sus- 
tenance is in order, add a quickly tossed green salad to the bill of fare, 
put the coffee pot on to boil, and defy the foul fiends? 


WELSH RAREBIT 


1 teaspoon dry mustard 1 cup milk 
V4 teaspoon salt 1 pound sharp chees®, grated 
V4 teaspoon paprika 2 eggs 


Dash cayenne pepper Herb Toast 

Combine dry mustard, salt, paprika and cayenne in top of double boiler. 
Gradually stir in milk blending well. Add cheese and mix thoroughly. 
Cook over simmering water, stirring often, until cheese is melted and 
mixture is smooth. Stir a little of the cheese mixture into the slightly 
beaten eggs; then return to remaining cheese mixture and cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until thick and smooth, about 3 minutes. Serve 
at once on hot Herb Toast. Makes 6 servings. 


HERB ‘TOAST 


14 cup butter or margarine ; 14 teaspoon dry mustard . 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 12 slices enriched yeast-raised 
2 teaspoons grated onion bread 


Cream butter or margarine with chopped parsley, onion and mustard. 
In broiler, toast bread slices on one side. Turn bread and spread untoasted 
side-with herb-butter mixture. Return to broiler and toast. Allow 2 pieces 
of toast for each serving of Welsh Rarebit.
